Orgnnissed big-city gangs are no Ibng- 


er much of a roblem, as far ns the 
liquor laws arc concerned. "Rtim 
row" hns censed to exist, and there 
Is practically no smuggling of liquor 
any more. Enforcement of the liquor 
laws is a revenue problem once again, 
attended by just the same mnount 
of difficulty as wns encountered back 
before thfe war. 


Tlic job is primarily in the hands 


of the Alchol Tax Unit the Internal 
Revenue Bureau, linmorialely after 
repeal, the Treasury moved to co- 
ordinate the activities of this unit 
wilh those of the customs service and 
the coast guard, and began an in- 
tensive drive on smuggling. 


More Foreign Co-Operation 


II look aboul two years to get the 


smugglers checmated. In a great many 
cases, they had laid in huge slocks 
of liquor at such bases as Havana, 
Ihe Bahamas, and St. Pierre Miquelon. 
They pcrsisled In trying to unload this 
liquor despite the fact thai Die big 
profit margin of prohibition days 
had ceased lo exist. 


But the picture had changed. The 


morale of the "revenooers," lo say nol- 
hing of the moral of customs and 
coast guard men, had gone up wilh 
Ihe advent of repeal. 
Furthermore, the attitude of foreign 
authorities subtly changed. 
In St. 


Pierre, for instance, better co-operat- 
ion came from the local authorities 
to.prevent booze being shipped illegal- 
ly to the United Stales. 


So lhc smuggling problem was final- 


ly solved, Today neither the customs 
men nor the cost guards men are 
bothered wilh it, for the simple reason 
lhal no one seems lo be trying to bring 
booze in illegally. 


City Situation Changes, Too 


During prohibition, the city boot- 


logger was a sinstcr chap who belong- 
ed to a big and powerful outfit, who 
dealt in carload lots and who swag- 
gercd his way about from speakeasy 
to speakeasy. Today he is a furtive 
fellow who hangs out behind the bar 
in some third-rate ginmill and has a 
container' full of colored grain al- 
chol down on a shelf in front of him. 


When n customer gets too tight to 


notice the difference, this man will 
serve him with the coloredalcohol 
rather than with regular whisky. And 
thai, say lhc Treasury people, is a- 
boul the 'size of the operalions of Ihe 
average cily bootlegger today. 


On July. 1, 1938, the federal tax on 


distilled liquor went up from $2 to 
J?t?5i.a.jjaJlg)ji:'..._It^was expected that 
lliis would bring a substantial rise 
in bootlegging, but the rise which did 
take place was far smaller than had 
been expected. 


The Tax Unit experts say that the 


big fellows had mostly gone out of 
busines, and that the 25-cent tax 
increase didn't promise enough of a 
profit lo induce Ihcm lo open up a- 
gain. 


The best guage lo the illegal liquor 


traffic is the Tax Unit's figures on 
seizures of mash. 
Those are more 


important than the figures on seizures 
of stills, since a confiscated still may 
have been operating only one or two 
days u week; mash seizures definitely 
show the rate of production, 


In 1937, lhc unit seizurcd more Uian 


12,00,000 gallons of mash; in 1938, the 
figure dropped to 7,500,000 gallons. 
Furthermore, 63 per cent of the mash 
seized was confiscated in the south- 
ern states—indicating, say the Trea- 
sury people, Dial it is the mountain 
still, just as in the prewar days, that 
is responsible for most of the illegal 
output. 


No Profit In Beer 


Incidentally, there is no boollegging 


of beer al all now, ns far as the Trea- 
sury people know. Despite Ihe federal 
Uix of ?5 a barrel, it simply isn't 
economic lo make and sell beer illegal- 
ly. 


H happens, loo, that the American 


people are not drinking as much now 
us they did before prohibition. The 
annual per capita consumption of hard 
liquor now is just under one gallon— 
08.001 of a gallon, lo be exact. Be- 
Iween 1910 and 1915 it stood 1 and 
one third gallons. 


Since more women are drinking in 


bars nowdays than before the war, Die 
Treasury experts believe that the aver- 
age consumption has really dropped 
even more than the figures indicate. 


Less beer is being drunk, too. In 


1917, the nation's beer production total- 
ed 1,885,000,000 gallons. 


Last year il stood at 1,798,000,000 gal- 


lons. And the population has gone up 
by upproimately 20,000,000 in lhat time, 
too.

iloyo who, the coroner said, commil- 
ed suicide. 
Muller-Pcarse's body, slumped on 


he rear seat of his locked automobile 
m a lakeshore drive, was found by 
Police Sergeant John Adams. 


A search revealed a white envelope 


in his inside coat pocket marked "im- 
portant only if I am dead" and a half 
dozen notes in German and English 
directing that his automobile be given 


> a prominent New Orleans society 
;irl and disposing of his other posses- 
sions. 


The note on which was pasted the 


nasturtium was headed: 
"Darling" 


and read: 


"This flower shall be my last pres- 


ent to you. Please forgive me. Let me 
lhank you again and again for all 
you have done. Please don't think 
iad of me. This is the only way out. 
Love—Carl." 


Muller-Pearse, a German, came to 


Now Orleans from Hope, Ark., and 
was learning the cotton business. He 
was the son of Mr, and Mrs. H. Muller- 
Pearse who reside in Bremen, Ger- 
many. 


• -Another note addressed to "Dear 
Hula (Daddy)" and written in Ger- 
man, read: 


';'This is a sad crime 1 am commit- 


ting, but it has to be done. The bat- 
tle is lost. I am not worthy to carry 
the name of Muller-Pearse. 
You'll 


have to forgive. God protect all of 
you." 


Muller-Pearse was connected here 


with a leading cotton firm. His fam- 
ily in Brenen, whom ho visited last 
summer, were notified of his death by 
cable. 


Police said a pistol with one cart- 


ridge discharged was found in the car 
and that the man had 80 cents in his 
pocket. 


Worked at Hope 


Carl Muller-Pearse, who committed 


suicide al New Orleans, was well- 
known by cotton buyers of Hope. He 
was employed here by McDavitt and 
Strickland for a period of several 
months before going to New Orleans. 


He was sent from Bremen, Germany, 


to Hope to study Hie cotton business 
and was later transferred to New Or- 
leans. His father was associated with 
the Albercht Muller-Pearse cotton 
firm, one of the largest in Germany,

Fear Mass Suicide 


German Refugees 


Group of 917 Denied Right 


Mutiny 


HAVANA, Cuba—(/Ph-Capt. Guslav 


Shroedcr of Ihe German liner Saint 
Luis, informed aulhorities he feared 
a "collective suicide pact" among his 
917 German-Jewish refugee passengers, 
who are scheduled to sail back to 
Hamburg with him Friday after being 
denied entry to Cuba. 


He reported there was a "state of 


mutiny" aboard which he could not 
control and iherefore he feared "open 
mutiny" when the ship left Havana 
harbor. 


The captain made his statement after 


Capt. Juan Estevez Maymir, chief aide 
of President Laredo Bru, had spent 
several hours aboard the ship investi- 
gating reports that hundreds of the 
refugees, denied admittance to Cuba, 
were threatening to take then- lives 
if fee ship sailed back to Germany.

An Arkansas Farmer's Idea 


of Honest Help to the South 


Complains That Farm Organizations Present Only 


One Side of the Cotton Problem—Direct 


Subsidy to Farmer Favored 


Editor's Note: Following is a carbon 


copy of a letter written by a Hemp- 
stead county farmer to Senator John 
E. Miller in regard to the cotton prob- 
lem. 
'The letter follows: 


I am a native of Arkansas, a farmer, 


a former county judge, and have a 
wide circle of friends and acquaint- 
ances in Hcmpslead county, therefore, 
I feel that 1 am both justified, and 
equipped to relale to you some true 
conditions existing am'ong the farmers 
of Southwest Arkansas. 


In the first place: The largo majori- 


ty of us find ourselves in the predica- 
ment of the "Starving Man," prone to 
group any financial aid offered us, and 
characteristically ignoring the conse- 
quences. 


In the second place: We are being 


regimented in such a manner as to 
belie the importance, or significance, 
of a great many of our so-called farm 
organizations. I do not mean by this 
to imply that representatives of these 
organizations deliberately lie to us. In 
most instances these individuals are 
conscientiously 
interested 
in 
their 


work, in fact so interested, that they 
are able to draw but one phase of the 
picture for us. 
, 


That phase that has been developed 


for thorn by their training for their 
work. Of course ,the cotton problem 
with all its various ramifications, is a 
very intricate problem and I doubt 
that anyone, regardless of how brainy, 
would presume to boast a complete 
understanding. Most of us are not 
capable of weighing the causes and 
effects, however, if the representatives 
(both direct and indirect) of the 'De- 
partment of Agriculture were instruct- 
ed to give IB both sides of proposed 
farm legislation we would at least be 
in a position to form an opinion as to 
what we thought best for us and to 
pass this opinion on to our represen- 
tatives. 


Statements are made almost daily 


by some farm bureau official placing 
his particular organization on record 
as approving or disapproving some 
proposed farm legislation, when as 
matter of fact, a canvass of the mem- 
bers of this organization would reveal 
that a large percent of the members 
knew nothing about tine legislation ex- 
cept the information furnished them 
by the organization, and even a larger 
percent knew nothing at all about the 
plan. 


As an example I wish to relale a 


recent personal experience. I have 
read several limes that we farmers of 
the South favor the Export Subsidy 
plan for cotton. 


,In company with two fellow farmers, 


I" made a trip to Little Rock, to hear 
our Secretary of Agriculture explain 
this Export Subsidy. I believe that 
upon investigation you will find the 
three of us to be of the average in- 
telligence of the farmers of our sec- 
tion. We were greatly interested and 
Ijslcned closely to Mr. Wallace, yet, 
we left Little Rock thinking that the 
Export Subsidy meant a subsidy paid 
directly to the farmer. I have also 
read where a farmer expressed him- 
self as favoring benefit payments de- 
rived fro'm' a processing tax on his 
commodity. 


Of course .these bills are presented 


under various names, nevertheless, 
they remain a processing tax and it 
doesn't make sense to be that this 
farmer who thinks-he favors the bill 
because he understands he is to re- 
ceive benefit payments—would still 
favor same if he understood that the 
very money he is to receive will first 
b takn out of the commodity that he 
is marketing, 


I have not presumed to enlighten 


you on any farm legislation. I realize 
that you are much 'm'ore familiar with 
these things than I am. I do not be- 
lieve however, that you are as familiar 
wilh the true sentiment of our farm- 
ers as I am. 


For instance: You expressed your- 


self in such a way as to lead us to be- 
lieve that you were opposed to the 
Export Subsidy plan, however, you 
were one of .the few Southern Senators 
who voted in favor of same, therefore, 
for reasons I have attempted to out- 
line above I am forced to the con- 
clusion that you have been erroneously 
advised' as to the true wishes of the 
farmers of Arkansas who rightly un- 
derstand this problem. 


Apparently it is impossible to adjust 


the tariff protected markets on which 
we are forced to make our purchases, 
therefore, there remains but one true 
way to offset this disadvantage under 
which we arc trying to operate and 
this is a direct subsidy to the fai'm'er 
which does not have its source at the 
farm. 


Do not be deceived. That is what 


100 per cent of the farmers want. 


World Conference 


On Cotton Called 


Cotton Producing Nations 


to Meet in Washington 


September 5 


WASHINGTON — (/P)— Proposing 
a 


broad, long-term attack on the prob- 
lem of surplus cotton, the United 
Stales called pn inlernalional con- 
ference of cotton-exporting countries 
to discuss the possibility of world- 
wide control of production and mar- 
keting. 


The conference will be held here be- 


ginning September 5. Acting on behalf 
of Secretary of Agriculture Wallace, 
the stale department invited Argen- 
tina, Brazil, Egypt, India, Mexico, Peru 
Sudan, Soviet Russia, France and 
Great Britain, the latter two for their 
cotton-exporting colonies. 


The formal call came only u few 


days after Wallace had disclosed thai 
these countries had replied favorably 
lo American inquiries regarding such 
a meeting. 


Agriculture department officials em- 


phasized that the conference would 
be of an "exploratory" character only.

tootuVest, shooUn'est town of them 
all— Dodge City, Kan. 


Literature and art signally have 


failed to capture the atmosphere of 
the town that was perhaps best de- 
scribed as the "bibulous Babylon of 
the western frontier."

wrote: "West of Kftnsas City there is 
oo Sunday aad west of Fort Smith 
no ,G,od."

yurfebjy associates thim with an era 
when men wore Colt six-shpoters on 
either hip and didn't hesitate to reach 
for them, 


But fe waj-g familiar with the history 


or, for that matter, have ever heard of 
the wildest and woolliest, rootin'est, 
tooUn'e^t, shpotin'eat town of them 
all—Dodge City, Kan. 


Literature and art signally have 


failed to capture the atmosphere of 
the town that was perhaps best de- 
scribed as the "bibulous Babylon of 
the western frontier." A .Chicago 
journalist, after a svtrypy & the 1870's, 
wrote: "West ol Kansas City there is 
uo Sunday and west of Fort Smith 
no .God." And Etadge ,CHy is west of 
Fort Smith. 


Dod^e City was more than 9 town; it 


was a distillation of all the varied 
aspects of the old west in one spot. 
More traditions attach to it than to all 
thp other famous frontier cities com- 
bined.

The size of thread for sewing should 


be the same as a thread raveled from 
the fabric itself. Thread of this size 
will stitch into the fabric and be 
barely invisible. 


Fabrics with a dull finish, such as 


silk crepe or woolen fabrics, are top 
stitched with dull finished mercer- 
ized thread. Inside seams may be 
stitched with silk for added strength, 
if desired. Fabrics with a high sheen, 
such as satin and broadcloth, are top 
stitched with silk thread. Inside seems 
may be stitched with silk or mercer- 
izpd thread. 


Fine fabrics, such as organide, ba- 


tiste, chiffon and georgette, are stitched 
with number 100 colored thread called 
"sheer fabric thread" using a fine 
machine needle and the machine ad- 
justed to make 20 stitches to the inch. 
Use number nine needles for hand 
sewing. 


Such fabrics as percale, cambric, 


gingham, cotton prints, and house- 
hold cottons, light weight wools, and 
heavy dress silks are stitched with 
size 50 to 70 thread, or colored mer- 
cerized sewing thread. Medium sized 
sewing needles are used and the ma- 
chine adjusted to make 14 stitches 
to the inch. Number six to eight 
needles are used for hand sewing on 
these fabrics.

Judging by her en- 
thusiasm for the next one, "Nurse 
Edith Cavell,' it seems like a good idea, 
and her industry should, stand as a 
mild reproof to the many players who 
begin a production with only the fog- 
giest notion of the characters they're 
supposed to portray. 


Fortunately this English star, famous 


for her historical roles, likes history. 
She dug out all the information for 
the screen play of "Victoria the Great,"

But this picture is not going to be 


anti-German, said Miss Neagle and 
Wilcox, supplementing each other's as- 
surances. More than anything, she 
said, it is a straightforward, factual 
recounting of a great human drama. 


If it is anti-anything, said he, it is 
anti-militaristis. The tragedy of the 
Cavell execution is more a study of the 
implacable, pitiless workings of a mil- 
itary machine. (Much on the order, I 
gathered, of "The Case of Sergeant 
Grischa.") 


There are, in fact, several sequences 


which definitely arc in sympathy with 
the other side—Ihe dislress of her jail- 
er; the withdrawal of an officer who 
finds her administering to a wounded, 
hunted, allied officer; the admission of 
the court-marital prosecutor that he 
had no evidence of her espionage; the 
refusal of a member of the firing 
squad to raise his rifle against her 
(The latter was shot dead by his com- 
manding officer and was buried in the 
same grave with Nurse Cavell.)
